When Shall Children as Taking 


Q.: 
give children sun baths? 

A.: You who have been reading “Care 
of the Body” articles or who have read 
my book dealing with the health of the 
child know that I advocate sun baths | 
for children, especially as an “anti- 
rickets” medium. 

| This writer wants to know how soon 
after the child is born he should be ex- 
posed to the sunshine. 

Here in Southern California, the child 
may be given sun baths at approximate- 
ly two months of age. However, it de- 
pends upon how we give such a sun 
bath. To expose a new-born child for 
fifteen or twenty minutes is a genuine 
mistakc Start with half a minute on 
one side of the body and half a minute 
on the other. That is enough for the 
first day.” The next day double the 
period. The third day triple the period, 


minute period. 

That is quite enough, especially on 
some of our very warm California days. 
Y Then start a new period beginning 

with half a minute or a minute and in- 

crease one minute a day until the child 
gets two fifteen-minute periods. This 
may go on until the child is getting two, 
three or four different periods of fifteen 
minutes each. 

There is another phase in the protec- 
tion of the skin of a baby that is 5, ae 
tant, and that is the taking of air baths. 

The child should be left nude in his 
little crib or basket so that he may kick 
and exercise. Air baths are not quite 
so valuable as sun baths, but neverthe- 
less they give the child exercise and 
prevent a great many of the acid dis- 
orders that occur at this period of life.

The battle was renewed, Jonés records,
